College  Prepares  Students 
For  "Agribusiness"  Future 

The  College  of  Agriculture  and  Home  Economics, 
which  has  a  history  as  old  as  Ohio  State,  is  en- 
gaged in  training  entrants  into  one  of  the  most 
rapidly  changing  fields  in  the  United  States 
economy.  The  College,  whose  scope  ecompasses 
departments  ranging  from  Home  Economics  to 
Dairy  Science  to  Rural  Sociology,  is  stressing 
the  importance  of  a  wide  background  for  students 
entering  what  Dean  Roy  Kottman  calls  the  "agri- 
business." According  to  Kottman,  in  modern 
agriculture  production,  processing,  and  distribu- 
tion are  inseparably  joined;  this  is  the  agribusi- 
ness. It  is  the  College's  duty  to  provide  the  grad- 
uates who  will  fill  essential  positions  in  this  in- 
dustry, the  largest  in  Ohio.

The  University  cafeterias'  dairy  and  meat  stores 
are  processed  by  the  University  dairy  and  the 
University  meat  laboratory  in  the  College  of 
Agriculture  and  Home  Economics.  Students  are 
employed  in  both  operations  to  process  and  pack- 
age supplies  essential  to  the  operation  of  uni- 
versity food  facilities.  The  dairy  and  meat  labora- 
tory also  serve  as  classrooms  where  students 
experiment  in  both  new  and  tried  processing 
techniques.

The  typical  Ohioan  can  expect  at  least  one  grad- 
uate of  the  School  of  Home  Economics  to  enter 
his  or  her  home  in  the  next  few  years — though  not 
necessarily  in  person.  For,  in  classes  that  include 
fashion  designing,  food  judging,  and  nursery 
school  teaching,  the  School  is  training  the  home 
economists  who  bring  helpful  hints  to  the  home- 
maker  via  radio,  television,  and  printed  com- 
munications media.  The  School  also  operates 
facilities  for  the  home  service  industries  of  Ohio, 
such  as  a  laboratory  for  the  Ohio  drycleaning 
institute. 
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Arts  College  Offers 
Variety  of  Degrees 

One  of  the  oldest  colleges  which  constitute  the 
Ohio  State  University  today,  the  College  of  Arts 
and  Sciences  is  a  combination  of  the  original 
School  of  Exact  Sciences  and  the  School  of  Letters 
and  Philosophy.  These  two  schools  were  combined 
in  1896  as  the  College  of  Arts,  Philosophy  and 
Science  and  the  present  name  was  adopted  in 
1930.  Today  the  College  offers  Bachelor  of  Arts 
degrees  in  23  humanity  and  social  science  areas, 
15  Bachelor  of  Science  degrees  in  mathematics, 
biological,  and  physical  sciences,  four  combination 
curricula,  and  special  degrees  in  dental  hygiene, 
journalism,  medical  technology,  optometry,  and 
physical  therapy.  Programs  designed  to  prepare 
students  for  admission  to  professional  schools  of 
dentistry,  law,  medicine,  nursing,  optometry, 
pharmacy,  veterinary  medicine,  and  theological 
seminary  are  also  available  under  the  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences.  Able  students  may  choose  to 
enroll  in  the  Individualized  Plan  of  Study,  which 
is  a  special  program  planned  to  fit  his  special 
interests  and  abilities;  normal  College  and  de- 
partmental requirements  may  be  waived.

Have  Large  Enrollment 

Students  in  medicine,  veterinary  medicine,  dentis- 
try, dental  hygiene,  and  nursing  are  required  to 
take  courses  in  microbiology  while  the  Arts  Col- 
lege students  may  take  them  as  electives.  Profes- 
sor Jorgen  M.  Birkeland,  chairman  of  the  depart- 
ment of  microbiology,  attended  an  international 
conference  in  July  and  August,  1963,  in  Stock- 
holm, Sweden,  on  the  "Global  Impact  of  Applied 
Microbiology."  The  chemistry  department  claims 
13,650  undergraduates  in  the  1962-63  enroll- 
ments of  whom  3,000  were  freshmen,  and  288 
graduate  students.  In  the  physics  department  most 
of  the  students  concentrate  in  one  of  three  areas: 
nuclear,  low  temperature,  and  infrared  spectros- 
copy. Optometry  graduate  students  are  engaged  in 
research  in  color  vision,  pscho-fusion,  and  eye 
movements.

The  Department  of  Speech  in  the  College  of  Arts 
and  Sciences  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  communica- 
tion— principles,  techniques,  problems,  results. 
There  are  five  basic  areas  in  which  a  Speech  major 
can  specialize:  general  communication,  public 
address,  theatre,  speech  and  hearing  science,  and 
radio  and  television  programming.  The  courses 
dealing  with  programming  aspects  of  radio  and 
television  combine  with  offerings  of  the  Education 
and  Commerce  Colleges  and  the  School  of 
Journalism  to  provide  a  well-rounded  program  of 
instruction.  Students  in  these  courses  get  practical 
experience  in  applying  their  book-learned  knowl- 
edge by  working  as  announcers,  program  direc- 
tors, and  writers  at  WOSU  radio  and  television  sta- 
tions. This  June  the  University's  Telecommunica- 
tions Center  sponsored  the  33rd  annual  Institute 
for  Education  by  Radio-Television,  and  students 
interested  in  this  aspect  of  Speech  were  invited  to 
attend.  News  commentator  Howard  K.  Smith  gave 
the  banquet  address.  Other  participants  included 
Fred  W.  Friendly,  executive  producer  for  CBS  in 
New  York  City,  and  Reuven  Frank,  producer  for 
NBC  in  New  York.  The  theme  of  the  institute  was 
"The  Program:  The  Heart  of  Broadcasting."

College  Of  Education 
Stresses  Specialization 

In  the  College  of  Education  there  are  eight  di- 
visions: the  department  of  education,  department 
of  psychology,  occupational  therapy,  the  center 
for  school  experimentation,  the  school  of  music, 
the  school  of  fine  arts,  the  bureau  of  educational 
research  and  service,  and  University  School. 
Teachers  in  University  School  cooperate  with  the 
center  which,  at  present,  is  conducting  some 
thirty  experiments  in  mathematics,  social  sciences, 
and  other  studies  at  various  schools  in  Ohio.  The 
College  of  Education,  recognizing  the  need  for 
more  qualified  teachers,  began  an  Able  Student 
Program.  Usually  entering  the  program  as  fresh- 
men, students  must  have  graduated  in  the  upper- 
third  of  their  high  school  class  and  pass  tests 
given  by  the  College.  These  students  may  then 
elect  special  seminars  and  other  higher  level 
courses  in  their  major  which  gives  them  an  op- 
portunity to  study  in  greater  detail  their  own  area 
of  specialization.  The  College  hopes  to  formalize 
the  program  in  the  near  future.

The  new  Fine  Arts  building  is  a  step  towards  the 
completion  of  the  Fine  Arts  quadrangle  which  is 
in  the  new  Campus  Master  Plan.  The  new  build- 
ing houses  the  traveling  exhibits  as  well  as  faculty, 
student,  and  public  exhibits.  The  School  of  Music 
received  a  grant  from  the  United  States  Office  of 
Education  to  conduct  further  experiments  in  music 
comprehension  in  their  new  listening  laboratory. 
Occupational  Therapy  students  take  fine  arts, 
music,  and  psychology  courses  to  help  them  teach 
mentally  and  physically  deficient  patients  to  lead 
useful  lives.  In  their  program  they  are  required  to 
have  extensive  clinical  experience  which  involves 
two  summers'  work  in  a  hospital  and  a  quarter's 
internship,  rather  than  student  teaching.

Superinten- 
dents of  schools  who  desire  new  teachers  look  at 
the  student  teaching  evaluation  and  recommenda- 
tions from  major  professors.

Over  four  million  dollars 
in  research  funds  were  used  last  year  by  the  Col- 
lege and  its  research  arm,  the  Engineering  Experi- 
ment Station,  to  solve  mysteries  in  fields  ranging 
from  nucleonics  to  highway  engineering.  And  the 
CoUege  is  continuously  expanding  its  portals  to 
tomorrow.

Ohio  State's  hopes  sparkled  after  a  51-15  win  over 
Illinois  and  517  net  yards  rushing,  a  new  team 
record.  At  Homecoming,  the  momentum  con- 
tinued. Bob  Klein  ran  the  opening  kickoff  90  yards 
for  a  touchdown  and  a  few  minutes  later  Fullback 
Dave  Francis  made  it  14-0.  Then  the  much- 
heralded  passing  of  Tom  Myers  brought  North- 
western 12  points.

A  Dad's  Day  crowd  of  75,378  watched  Ohio  State 
defeat  Indiana  10-7.  The  following  week,  Wiscon- 
sin, the  nation's  leading  scorers  with  a  game  aver- 
age of  39  points,  lost  to  Ohio  14-7.  Woody  was  so 
pleased  that  he  announced  that  he  would  take  his 
wife  to  dinner  before  he  looked  at  the  game  mov- 
ies. The  victory  kept  alive  Ohio's  hopes  for  a 
second  straight  Big  Ten  title  and  the  Badgers  had 
yet  to  win  in  Ohio's  stadium.  It  took  Iowa  to  bring 
back  the  gloom.  Fumbles,  pass  interceptions  hit 
the  Bucks  again  and  Iowa  won  28-14.  The  Iowa 
coach  was  carried  off  the  field  after  being  burned 
in  effigy  all  week.

Beneath  the  stands  where  athletic  spirit  finds  its 
voice  during  the  football  season,  academic  spirit 
thrives  all  year  long  in  the  Stadium  Scholarship 
Dormitory.  Stadium  Dorm  offers  housing  to  se- 
lected young  men  at  more  than  50  per  cent  re- 
duction in  cost,  through  a  cooperative  work  pro- 
gram. Under  this  program,  residents  save  $450 
per  year  through  working  eight  hours  per  week  in 
the  dining  room,  in  the  kitchen,  and  on  mainte- 
nance jobs.  This  year,  student-directed  and  op- 
erated Facilities  Planning  Commission  continued 
the  program  by  planning  and  carrying  out  remodel- 
ing and  renovation  in  the  dorm  lounge.  The  proj- 
ect was  financed  through  a  resident  authorized 
activity  fee  increase  and  was  designed  by  resident 
student  architects.  Student  volunteers  provided  the 
labor,  and  when  the  dust  cleared,  a  new  lounge 
awaited  the  residents.  A  dormitory  basketball 
court  is  located  beneath  the  dorm  in  the  concourse 
of  the  stadium.  A  new  recreation  room  provides 
an  area  for  social  events  and  studying.  Dorm  spon- 
sored events  include  informal  dances,  open  houses, 
picnics,  hayrides,  and  card  parties.  Residents  may 
participate  in  cultural  and  religious  activities  with 
faculty  guests.

The  shopping 
center  right  nearby  and  the  play  yard  facilities  for 
the  children  are  assets  for  the  student-mother.  In 
addition  to  individually  planned  activities,  the 
Buckeye  Village  Wives  Club  sponsors  dances  and 
other  events  throughout  the  year.
